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PREFACE, 


For long a bibliography dealing with the State of Western Australia 
as a portion of a general bibliography of the Australian States has been 
asked for. The State of South Australia has its bibliography, compiled 
some years ago by Mr. Gill, at that time Under Treasurer; but, so far as 
I know, none of the other Australian States has taken up this work. 


In 1893 a general catalogue of the works in the Free Public Library 
of Sydney was issued, and some years later Mr. E. A. Petherick, F.R.G.S., 
made a commencement with the work of compiling an Australian Biblio- 
eraphy, but, for some reason, that work was not completed. I trust the 
present attempt, as complete as it has been possible to make it, will inspire 
some librarian, or librarians in collaboration, to undertake the compilation 
of a general bibhography of all the States of the Commonwealth. If this 
happens, I shall feel that my effort has not been altogether in vain, for 
such a comprehensive work is urgently needed if Australia is to be fully 
known to students and inquirers in all parts of -the world. 


The compilation of this work was suggested to me about two years 
ago by Mr. J. MacCallum Smith, Member for North Perth in the State 
Legislative Assembly, and I desire to express to him my thanks for the 
interest he has taken in it, and his action in urging the Committee of the 
Parliamentary Library to approach the Government to authorise its being 
printed. 


To the Premier of the State (the Hon. Sir James Mitchell, K.C.M.G.) 
my thanks are due for authorising the printing. 


I desire to record my great appreciation to Mr. Wadsworth, Librarian 
of the Federal Parliament Library, and to Mr. K. Binns, Librarian of the
